HAILED AS KEY 
TO NEW LAW ERA 


Backers Say That It Assures 


Quicker, Cheaper, and More 
Certain Justice in Courts 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
WASHINGTON, May 18—Hailed as 


the “key that will unlock the door 
to a new era of judicial relations,” 


the bill for simplified judicial pro- 
cedure introduced by A. B. Cum- 
mins (R.), Senator from lowa, and 
just reported favorably by the. Sen- 
ate Committee on Judiciary, although 
practically unknown ‘to the public, 
is being received with satisfaction by 
lawyers all over the United States. 

For 10 years in succession the 
American Bar Association has unani- 
mously indorsed a Dill carrying out 
the provisions of the present -Cum- 
mins measure which has for its pur- 
pose the modernization and uniform- 
ity of procedure and practice in the 
federal courts. t 

While the country has been flooded 
with proposed remedies for the so- 


/called “crime wave” and allegations 


of a growing disrespect for the law, 
those conrersant with the proposals 
embodied in the Cummins bill, re- 
ported to the Senate, say that no- 
thing would surpass it in the refo:m 
of American judicial procedure and 
i. making justice in the courts 
cheaper, quicker and more certain. 


Bill Simple In Wording 


The bill, which has been urged by 
President Coolidge, -half a dozen for- 
mer attorney-generals, President Wil- 
son and President Taft, the latter 
both as Chief Executive and as chief 
justice, is simple in its wording. The 
purpose and effect of the Cummins 
bill is to give the Supreme Court of 
the United States authority to make 
rules governing the entire procedure 
in cases at law in federal courts, to 
the same extent that it now has 
power to regulate the procedure in 
equity and admiralty and the bank- 
ruptcy courts. 

It is pointed out that nothing novel 
is included in the bill but undoubt- 
edly if it passed it will open the way 
to a step toward uniformity of pro- 
cedure and simplification in the fed- 
eral courts CANmghont the United 
States.

land more than half a century ago. 
The English lawyers, it is declared, 
achieved procedural reform through 
the co-operation of the daily press, 
after 50 years of struggle with 2a 
obdurate Parliament. The American

More Co-operation

Military training in schools and 
colleges was opposed in a report 
accepted today by the Massachu- 
setts Congregational Conference, held 
at Pilgrim Church in Dorchester. 

Reporting for the committee on 

moral and social welfare, Harry W. 
Kimball and William M. Macnair 
said: 

“As Christian patriots, we look 
with apprehension upon the efforts 
being made to direct the thought and 
life of our youth into military chan- 
nels and we deprecate the tendency 
to introduce military training into 
our high schools ard compulsory 
military training into our colleges. 


“We ‘believe that the world: needs, 


constructive leadership in ways of 


ternational -good will. Christian 
statesmanship, with good will as the 
animating principle, is ‘needed far 
‘e than a swashbuckling policy 

which irritates and provokes. Thére- 
fore we look with disfavor. upon all 
efforts to set up a Mobilization Day 
whether called by this name or. by 
some more euphémistic term and we 
disapprove the efforts being ‘made to 
introduce into our educational system 
military training and propaganda.” 

A forceful resolution in support of 
prohibition and deptoring the oppo- 
sition of the “wets,” and. an equally 
strong resolution against “legalizing 
professional sports on the Lord’s 
Day,” were presented by the Rev. 
William M. Macnair, pastor of Pros- 
pect Church, Cambridge. 

The resolutions were presented as 
a supplementary report of the com- 
mittee on moral and social welfare. 
The resolutions regarding -pro- 
hibition and Sunday sports were re- 
ferred to the Business committee of 
the conference.

This will be mailed 
out upon request and Commissioner 
Felker will personally contribute 
his aid and advice in an effort to 
enablé purchasers to get full value 
and satisfaction for their money.

mation be available to prospective 
purchasers .of New Hampshire 
farms.. Although he does not feel 
that it is the function of his de-ja 
partment to try t> entice investors, 
he doeg feel that.the State should 
do all in its power to assist people 
to locate properly once they have 
shown a.desire to do so.

Railroad Offers 
24 Scholarships 


New Haven’s Employees to 
Compete for Courses at 
Northeastern 


The New Haven Railroad is to 
grant 24 scholarships in Northeast- 
ern University, it was announced to- 
day. Half of these scholarships will 
be for the New Haven division of 
the university and the others for the 
Boston division: There will be four 
full scholarships and eight half 
scholarships awarded in each, in the 
courses in railroad transportation 
and accounts and in railroad engi- 
neering. 

Under the plan any New Haven 
Railroad employee interested in the 
courses may apply for one of these 
scholarships by filing an applica- 
‘tion blank, which is forwarded to 
the department head with recom- 
mendations, and finally the names of 
the applicants, with the individual 
recommendations, are forwarded to 
Northeastern University. Each ap- 
plicant is then called for a short 
examination. 

Under the scholarship arrange- 
ment the railroad company will pay 
the employee’s tuition. Weekly de- 
ductions are then made from the 
employee's pay, the total amount be- 
‘ng returned to the employee when 
he has finished the course, in the 
case of the full scholarships, and 
one-half the amount in the case of 
the half scholarships.

cent was made in the number oft mo- 
tor vehicles registered, but the in- 
crease has slowed down as the own- 
ership of cars has approached the 
saturation point. 

A large part of the $4,000,000 in- 
crease will be due to the higher reg- 
istration fees on high-powered pleas- 
ure cars and to increased charges 
for registration of trucks, taxicabs 
and busses.

State Roads Get $1,500,000 

The Department of Public Works 
will expend $1,500,000 on. the con- 
struction of new state highways, and 
$1,600,000 as its share of the cuz- 
struction of town and county ways. 
Towns and counties will contribute 
about $3,000,000 in this co-operative 
arrangement. 

The state department will also ex- 
pend about $120,000, the remainder 
of a special appropriation for high- 
ways in the western counties of the 
State; and there is available also 
$1,800,000, a special appropriation 
for the ‘construction of the new 
southern artery, a big cut-off boule- 
vard from Morton Street, at Blue 
Hill Avenue, Dorchester, to the Fore 
River Bridge in Quincy. 

There are 1521 miles of state high- 
way to be maintained, some of which 
will have to be rebuilt, for which 
the department has an appropriation 
of a little less than $6,000,000. The 
department will also maintain some 
7000 miles of highways in small 
towns, under a co-operative arrange- 
ment by which the towns will pay a 
share of the cost, the State doing 
the work. The appropriation for this 
work is $650,000.

TOBACCO TRADE 


USES CHILDREN 


Many 10 and 12 Years Old 
Found Toiling in Barns 
‘by Federal Bureau 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (#)—A 
picture of young boys and girls keep- 
ing vigil all night at curing barns 
and losing time at school is given in 


a report on child labor conditions in 
the tobacco-growing industry made 
public by the children’s bureau of 
the Labor Department. 

The bureau, which based its re- 
port on a study of what were de- 
scribed as typical districts in the 
South and New England, found that 
children under 16 have an impor- 
tant part in the production of to~ 
bacco, two of the “most tedious and 
disagreeable operations in its culti- 
vation, suckering and worming,” be- 

é. considered ‘in some sections as 
“distinctly children’s work:” 

Worse conditions were found in 
the southern fields, because, the re- 
port. pointed out, little ~suckering 
and no worming was reported by 
children questioned in New England. 

In all, 2273 child workers were 
interviewed in Kentucky, South Caro- 
lina, Virginia, and in the Connecti- 
cut valley. About one-half of those 
in the South and over one-third in 
the Connecticut valley were under 
12 years, while about one-fifth in the 
South and ovér one-tenth in New 
England were under 10, approxi- 
mately one-third of the total were 
girls. 

Most children in both sections, the 
report said, worked Jong hours, few 
réporting less than 8 hours, with 
10 hours the usual work day, some 
worked as high as 12 and 13, and 
in: Virginia and South Carolina chil- 


dren were found at the furnaces, in’ 
the curing barns until late at night, 


some staying all night. 

Many children, the report asserted, 
were kept from school in the South, 
the average absence being from 15 to 
19 days, with attendance noticeably 


| better in the’ Connecticut Valley.

BRITAIN SEEKS 
A LAW TO BAR 
GENERAL STRIKE 


Government Tbe to Ac- 
quire Powers to Delimit 
Functions of Trade Unions 


By Crble from. Monitor Bureau 

LONDON, May 18—Great Britain 
is to see important legislative 
changes consequent upon the collapse 
of the general strike. The Govern- 
ment has decided not to increase tax- 
‘ation unless the coal stoppage should 
be prolonged, Winston Churchill, the 


Chancellor of the Exchequer, said in 
the House. of Commons yesterday. 
Nevertheless, it is understood that 
legislation’ in other directions is 
being prepared. 
The proposed new strike law is not 
to attack trade unionism. It is ex- 
ected tu declare, however, two things 
——first, that a general strike is illegal 
under any circumstances, and, second, 
that a sectional strike in any industry 
may only be entered upon after a se- 
cret ballot has been taken of all the 
workers concerned, such ballot to be 
conducted as in already safeguarded 
parliamentary elections, thereby pre- 


‘venting voters’ intimidation. 


The Government is being pressed 
to go considerably further. The 
Financial Times, representing Lon- 
don City opiniony for: example, de- 
clared that the “Trade Disputes Act 
and all the improper and anti-social 


,advantages it conferred in the shape 


of immunity for trade union funds 
will have to be replaced. ... The 
Government must confine trade 
unions within their proper sphere 
and acquire powers permanently to 
delimit their functions.” 

The act above mentioned, it will be 
recalled, allows “peaceful picketing,” 
which has led to much interference 
with workers not desirous of joining 
strikes. It also éxempts trade union 
funds from attachment for othegwise 
actionable things done in “contem- 
plation or furtherance of a trade dis- 
pute.” 

‘Another change in the law which 
is discussed here would make it less 
easy than is now the case for. trade- 
unions to levy funds for: political 
purposes from their members: These 
may be considered later. The ques- 
tion of introducing a secret ballot, 
however, is to be taken up first.

Mr. Lloyd 
George, it appears, secured a news- 
paper plant at Luton, near London, 
for this purpose, but the scheme 
broke down owing to the Daily News 
directors not seeing their way to 
participate in producing newspapers, 
of which they had not complete con- 
trol. 

In this connection The Times pub- 
lishes portions of a long letter from 
Messrs. Gibbs, Bamforth and Com- 
pany, printers and publishers of the 
Luton News and Bedfordshire Adver- 
tiser, which tells the story in more 
detail. Referring tO a suggested 
leading article, Messrs. Gibbs, Bam- 
forth & Co. state that they found 
themselves in general agreement 
with the views set out, though tak- 
ing exception to a statement that the 
“Government had declared war.”

“The bill is the result of the ex- 
periencés of the prohibition depart- 
mént in the enforcement of thé Na- 
tional Prohibition Act,” Senator 
Means states in hig analysis.

“The bill would give the Government 
the authority to supervise all man- 
ufactures.of commercial cereal bev- 


erages. Many manufacturers avoid 
Government supervision at present 
by refusing to take out permits, 
claiming that in their processes of 
manufacture the beverage’ never con- 
tains as much as one-half of 1 per 
cent of alcohol. The Government 
needs authority to require owners of 
buildings and apparatus so set up as 
to make the manufacture of beer pos- 
sible, to have the permits and the 
apparatus registered in order to 
eliminate rea] beer from the market. 

“It was the intention of Congress 
that all permits issued in Title 2 and 
Title 3 of the National Prohibition 
Act should be subject to renéwal an- 
nually. This has been questioned in 
the courts, Section 3 definitely makes 
permits expire annually. This sec- 
tion also givés power to the commis- 
sioner to refuse to renew a permit, if 
in his discretion such renewal tends 
to defeat all purposes of the National 
Prohibition Act. A review in a Court 
of Equity is provided for. Power is 
given to courts to issue temporary 
permits until the cases have beén 
decided upon their merits. Legitimate. 
business is therefore protected. 

“It was not originally assumed 
that denatured alcohol and denatured 
rum would become a source of 
beverage liquor.

and the females received $448,704

; State's Educators. to Study 


Recommendations of 
Subcommittees 


} 


Leading officials of Massachusetts 
public schools will. confer at the 
State Hotise tomorrow ‘in connection 
with the proposed revision of courses 


‘of study in the public schools, and 
it is expected that within a-few days 


announcement of important and far- 
reaching recommendations will be 
made. 

When, on Sept. 17, 1925, it was an- 
nounced that Massachusetts proposed 
to revise entirely the methods and 
subjects of instruction in her public 
schools, considerable attention Was 
attracted to the move, and it’s impor- 
tance was duly recognized. 


- Now preliminary reports have been 
drafted by subcommittees dealing 
with various branches of the. cur- 
riculum. At tomorrow’s conference 


|the reports will be explained by the 


chairmen of the subcommittees and 
will be gone over by the general 


_|steering committee which is super- 
vising the revison. 


The, reports, themselves do not in- 
clude actual recommendations but 
merely discuss the entire field. Among 
the specific bratiches which they 
cover are: Modern foreign languages, 
arithmetic, mathematics, social stud- 
ies, English. A special study is made 
as a result of the Framingham con- 
ference on April 28, 1926, on the or- 
ganization and practice of superin- 
tendency unions in Massachusetts 
school districts. 


Methods of Future 


Such reports as are at hand go 
into their subjects searchingly. They 
do not hesitate to point to teaching 
methods and subjects. which might 
be. regarded as revolutionary, and 
educational leaders look forward 
with great interest to the recommen- 
dations which will be forthcoming in 
a few days. , 

The reports are lengthy and 
technical, and for the most part in- 
stead of comparing proposed with 
present. methods, sketch possible 
future methods. These will be 
studied by the general steering com- 
mittee, analyzed and recommenda- 
tions drawn up on the basis of the 
preliminary study.

Literary and Political. Neighborhoods of Historic Bos- 
ton Viewed—Famous “Boz’ Dinner Reproduces 
Honor Paid Author in 1842 


Today, upon the final day of the 
three-day conference gathering to- 
gether 80 members of the Dickens 
Fellowship throughout the United 
States and Canada, as guests of the 
Boston branch, delegates strolled in 
groups, ably. conducted, through the 
narrow ways of Beacon Hill, to visit 
shrines of literary a 1 poltical signi- 
ficance, as well as other historic 
neighborhoods of downtown Boston. 

At noon they visited Waysde Inn, 
whither they had been bidden as the 
guests for luncheon of Henry Ford 
and informal-readings of some of 
the tales whose inspiration was had 
in the comfortable old rooms were 
read. Visits were also made to Con- 


toric points in: Lexington. 

Last evening delegates greeted 
with the utmost enthusiasm the re- 
production, in a dining room at the 
Bostoh City Club, of ‘the famous 
“Boz” dinner given in 1842 to Charles 
Dickens by officials and literary fig- 
ures of Boston upon the occasion of 
his first visit to the city.

Turns Back History’s Pages 

And last evening the mists of 84 
years rolled back to reveal men mak- 
ing pictorial representation of Josiah 
Quincy Jr. and Richard Henry Dana, 
the youthful Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
and the others who were: to make of 
that dinner by their often classic skill 
of oratory and wit an unforgettable 
iteny in the collect*on of Dickensana 
drawn from the Boston visits.

Papanti’s Hall, Feb. 1, 1842. Josiah 
Quincy Jr. was toastmaster and last 


of the Boston Branch of the Dickens 
Fellowship, presided in the rdéle of 
the earlier toastmaster. 

A toast was proposed to Charles 
Dickens, a. toast which was given 
flavor by numerous quotations from 
the books of the author and tributes 
to the ineradicable influence left 
by him upon the cause of English |} 
letters.

BIBLE IN SCHOOL 
PLAN CRITICIZED 


Initiative on Compulsory 
Use in California Called 
‘Dangerous Step 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 10 (Staff 
Correspondence) — The initiative 
measure to make compulsory the 
reading and study of the Bible in Cal- 
ifornia public schools is a dangerous 
step in the direction of sectarian dis- 
sension, Dr. Louis I. Newman, rabbi 
of San Francisco, told the Common- 


wealth Club of California in an ad- 
dress. 

The question of religious education 
in the schools is much to the fore 
in this State. At the last session of 
the Legislature a bill was defeated 
which authorized the release of 
pupils during school hours for re- 
ligious instruction at their respec- 
tive denominational institutions. It 
will be reintroduced, according to 
reports. i 

“The American public school is 
America’s . greatest contribution to 
the progress of education,” said Dr. 
Newman. “In it the pupils meet not 
as Protestants, Catholics, Jews or 
free-thinkers but as individuals and 
as Americans. Nothing should be in- 
troduced into the curriculum which 
would create invidious sectarian 
distinctions between pupils, which 
would humiliate or antagonize any 
minority, however small,in terms of 
creed or denominational literature. 

“American democracy has pros- 
perede by adherence to the ideal 
that church and state, that ecclesi- 
astical insititutions and the public 
schools, should be kept strictly sep- 
arate. We must not whittle away 
this fundamental ideal of American 
constitutionalism. 


“The Bible is the greatest book of 
the Western world, but it has been 
transformed into a denominational 
and ecclesiastical document in the 
various translations used. To intro- 
duce its reading and study in schools 
composed of pupils whose parents 
are of differing faiths would involve 
both teachers and students in diffi- 
cult ‘situations. 


“The present-day. assault upon our 
common school system is due to the 
fact that in large measure the par- 
ents have abdicated their réle as the 
supreme influence in the character- 
building of their children. Parents 
should know their Bible so that they 
may convey a love of it to their chil- 
dren. This phase of education be-: 
longs within the sanctity of the home. 
It cannot be delegated’ to others. 
Neither can it be accomplished 
through any ‘arrangement with the 
agencies of public school instruc- 
tion or religious schools without a 
distinct loss of homogeneity in the 
student body and the rise of class 
consciousness based on religious 
prejudice.”

BANK INVESTING 
SCOPE EXTENDED 


Law Legalizes Holding of 
Obligations of Certain 
Out-of-State Utilities 


More than $250,000,000 in Massa- 
chusetts savings banks and trust 
companies will be released for in- 
vestment in securities of gas and 
electric companies under the terms 
of a’ Dill signed late yesterday by 


Governor Fuller, according to fig- 
ures available today at the office of 
Roy <A. Hovey, commissioner of 
banks and banking. 

The bill approves the investment 
of savings banks and trust companies 
in certain public utilities corpora- 
tions out of the State which had pre- 
viously been barred. A similar bill 
was passed by the New York State 
Legislature this year but was vetoed 
by Alfred E. Smith, Governor. 


Favored by Bankers 


New York brokerage houses, it is 
said, have on hand a iarge supply of 
the securities now made available 
to the Massachusetts market and it 
is expected that banks here will have 
many profitable investments opened 
to them. Officers of the banks in 
question have been behind the Dill 
and forecast with itsgpassing a new 
era in bank investment. 

Some had expected that Governor 
Fuller would veto the bill as did 
Governor Smith, on the ground that 
it affords insufficient protection for 
depositors, but he evidently regarded 
certain protective features in the 
bill as sufficient. 

Among these provisiens is one spe- 
cifying capitalization of the company 
in question and another which re- 
stricts the proportion of funds which 
any given bank may invest in this 
type of security. 


CORPORATE FIDUCIARY 
SOCIETY RE-ELECTS 


F. W. Denio, president of the Cor- 
porate Fiduciaries Association, was 
re-elected president at the annual 
meeting and .dinner held in the 
Chamber of Commerce Building last 
night.

solicitor, were at the State House 
this morning. Christian Nelson, Sen- 
ator from Worcester, was with them, 
and stated in plain terms that Worce. .~ 
ster is not at all pleased with the 
amendment added to the bill yester< 
day increasing from $800,000 to $1, 
250,000 the amount which Worcester 
shall pay for the right to take as much; : 
as 10,000,000 gallons daily from the 
Quinapoxet River.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 27 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—Turkey, which 
for centuries was- the spearhead of 
Islam directed against Europe, is 
being secularized overnight. A dic- 
tator who wields even.more power 
‘than the Osmanli Sultan-Caliphs is 
‘tearing down the old Ottoman Em- 


pire, and is founding a westernized 


“republic” in Anatolia. 
. The whole face of Turkey is being 
‘changed, and if Sultan Abdul, who 
was the last of the free Sultan-Ca- 
liphs, could return today to his fa- 
vorite castle of. Yildiz Kiosk on the 
‘banks of the Bosporus—an Italian 
concessionnaire is now converting it 
into an enormous gambling casino 
called Yildiz-Monaco—he would be 
astounded to find how his late em- 
pire and subjects have changed. 
- Who ever before saw a grizzled 
dld muezzin sing out his prayer in a 
derby hat? Who ever dreamed that, 
for the first time since they captured 
Stambul in 1453, the Turks would 
finally find. time to build a sewer 
there? 

The American Schools 

In its fanatical passion to Turkify 
‘and secularize the new “republic” the 
Angora Government has laid a heavy 
hand on the American schools and 
hospitals in Turkey, with the result 
that American schools are being 
secularized; the Koran is now being 
taught in Robert College; American 
schoo] buildings in.Anatolia are be- 
ing confiscated; the Y..M. C. A. and 
Y. W. C. A. are being forced to 
operate anonymously, and the Amer- 
fcan schools are gradually coming 
under the pasore Government’s con- 
trol. 8° 
One may be skeptical about any 
fundamental change in the character 
of the Turk, but he must admit that 
Mustapha Kemal has completely 
changed the character of the Turkish 
state. 

In less than three years he has not 
only set up a new state, a new code 
of laws, a new administration, and 
created a superb new army, but he 
has cut .Turkey off.from Islam, sep- 
arated the church from the state, 
destroyed the church’s influence in 
Turkish politics, seized the enormous 
religious endowments, closed all re- 
ligious seminaries, suppressed the 
powerful Deryishes,;, and set the 
young generation: of Turks to scorn 
the religion of their fathers. 

The outstanding fact about the 
new régime, which is simply a: dic- 
tatorship masked as a republic, is 
that Kemal and a powerful group of 
men around him are making a des- 
perate effort: to reinvigorate their 
race and their state, and that Europe 
may have to reckon militarily with 
that state some day. The new Turk- 
ish state has a population of be- 
tween 8,000,000 and 10,000,000, and 
has one of the best-trained armies 
in Europe,: With the exception of 
1,000,000 Moslem Kurds and less than 
400,000 Jews; Greeks, and Armenians 
it is a pure Turkishatate The loss 
of Syria, P e, M amia, and 
Arabia was a blessing in disguise, 
from every point of view. The mili- 
tary and strategic position of Turkey 
today is better than it has been for 
‘several centuries. 

By abolishing the fez Kemal found 
that he could figuratively kill several 
birds with one stone. The first ad- 
vantage was that he could strike a 
hard and spectacular blow at the 
religious faith of the people, which 
he always feared. The second advan- 
tage was that he could replace the 
impractical and unsatisfactory visor- 
less cap of the army with & European 
type of visored hat. The lesser rea- 
sons were that the fez gave the Turk 
an inferiority complex, and was a 
relic of the old régime. 


Fez Causes Riots 


When the new regulation was an- 
nounced there were small -riots in 
many parts of Anatolia, and so far 
55 persons have been executed for 
starting movements against the aban- 
donment of the fez. It is said that 
thousands of old Turks, who are 
horrified at the idea of wearing hats, 
have refused to leave their homes 
since the fez was abolished, ‘in order 
not to. be obliged to wear European 
headgear.

among the followers of this aspiring 
“general” or that, into concluding 
that the Chinese are a trouble-seek- 
ing and restless people. Above all, 


do not make the deplorable mistake 
of thinking that they hate the for- 
eigner. Here in Shanghai, the in- 
ternational city of all time, is your 
correction of all that error. Here in 
the mingling of these many peoples, 
in their friendliness of East toward 
West, is the denial of racial an- 
tipathy, just as in the harmonious 
social and commercial life: of 20 
Occidental nations is the affirma- 
tion of the ideals of true interna- 
tionalism. 

One finds here in Shanghai that the 
man who has made the most out of 
the thing called commerce is the 
Chinese. One is told that there are 
Chinese “taipans,” or business lead- 
ers, whose millions are so many that 
they are zincounted. And then it is 
found that a great part of these mil- 
lions have resulted from commercial 
intercourse. with the West and with 
the Westerner. No .one deplores. in- 
terracial misunderstandings more 
than these men, as-is quite logical. 
And they are all-powerful among 
the Chinese. It: is they who frown 
most sharply upon agitators and rest- 
‘less “students,” and Russian trouble- 
makers. 

Most important of all, perhaps, it 
is the “taipans” who will safeguard 
effectively and sufficiently the inter- 
tsts of foreigners—and their own— 
in the -probable event of the forth- 
coming abolition of: extraterritori- 
ality.. Through their very friendship, 
out of their regard for their own in- 
iterests, so inextricably mingled with 
those of the foreigner, they may al- 
most surely be depended upon to 


even without the extraterritorial

In Shanghai as nowhere else the 
East’ is able to learn of the life of 


| the West and the West may gain at 


last some understanding of the ways 
of the East. Through the miles of 


‘| narrow streets in the Chinese quarter, 


or, indeed, in the native city of an- 


other 1,000,000 Orientals itself, the 


European saunters or rides in his 
’riksha and mingles with Chinese of 
province and every tribe from 
Mukden to Saigon. Here is the alert 


| Cantonese, the smiling and friendly 


Chinese of the Yang-tse region from 
the provinces which hold uncounted 
millions, the Pekingese, and even the 
long-haired Mongol countryman, 
with his half-shaven head, his queue 
and the half-wild, sullen features 
which seem to recall the hordes who 
followed Genghis Khan to the very 
gates of Europe. 

Here in Shanghai we see them all, 
the 20,000 ’riksha men, always cheer- 
ful, despite their struggle for exist- 
ence, the 100,000 wharf coolies and 
boatmen and general laborers in 
their even more desperate struggle; 
the students, and the “exquisites”; 
the. long-gowned, very dignified pro- 
fessional men; the shopkeepers and 
the portly “taipans”; and we find 
friendliness among every group. In- 
deed, it is a good deal of a revela- 
tion to the new-come Westerner how 
distinct and striking is the friendli- 
ness. 


Yet the average Chinese is a very 
child in the simplicity of his thought 
and his attitude toward foreigners. It 
has been said that he is “three-quar- 
ters heart”; and, fairly and equably 
dealt with, he is almost certain to 
reveal that quality. He needs no 
“iron hand” nor ever has, unless the 
sole intent be to exploit him. In 
Hong Kong and in Canton and here 
in Shanghai I have encountered him 
in almost every stratum of his social 
and commercial life; and I have not 
yet been able to comprehend how it 
is that he ever came to be deemed 
hostile to the white man. 


And here, where all the world 
meets, here in this amazing place of 
the East in the West and the West 
in. the- Hast, the interests of the 
Cinese are inseparably associated 
with those of the European. Neither 
can abandon the other, socially or 
commercially or morally. And so, if 
extraterritoriality is to be abolished, 
let it first be abolished here.

P IN the “Triangle” section of 
northern Montana, 40 miles 
northwest of here, lives How- 
ard McClellan, with his wife and 
three children. This farmer had 
hung on during the lean years in that 
wheat belt, and when better condi- 
tions came, he was incapacitated and 
unable to take advantage of them and 
to enjoy the prosperous conditions 

which had come to his neighbors. 

When the situation become known 
around the neighborhood, McLellan 
was surprised early one morning at 
what appeared to be a circus parade 
coming along the high road toward 
his place. It proved to be a long line 
of farm tractors, wagons and imple- 
ments driven by 22 of the neighbor- 
ing farmers, accompanied by their 
wives. 

In the procession were 11 big gaso- 
line tractors, drawing disks, harrows 
and drills, while 11 farm wagons 
brought seed wheat and food sup- 


gan work. At noon the workers re- 
turned to the farmhouse where their 
wives had prepared a big spread, and 
in the afternoon the field work was 
resumed, with the result that by quit- 
ting time late in the afternoon 260 
acres of land had been double-disked, 
duck-footed, harrowed and seeded to 
spring wheat. Each farmer had fur- 
nished the gas for his own tractor, 
the seed wheat had come from some 
unannounced source, the crop was in 
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Kent, Eng.

The 1830 Men 


It was reserved for the French 
to put his (Constable’s) precepts into 
practice. In 1824, three of his. pic- 
ttites were bought by a speculator 
at the Royal Academy and sent to 


the Paris Salon. They produced an 
inimediate impression upon the 
French pdinters, who felt that a new 
note in landscape had been struck, 
for the freshness and directness of 
presentment seen’ in them were 
something till then unknown in Art, 
and it was realized that they showed 
a way of escape from the conven- 
tional landscape. A small company 
who worked on these lines gradually 
began to be known by thé rather mis- 
leading name of the Barbizon school, 
so-called fromthe fact that some 
of them Worked in the viltage of that 
‘tame in the forest of Fontainebleau; 
a more correct style would be the 
“School of 1830," for some impor- 

t members,. Datibigny ahd Corot, 
r {hatance, rarely or never worked 
at Barbizon. It was .4n enthusiastic 
‘and hard-working body of men, 
larger in numbers thah most people 
realize: for the minor members have 
beén forgotten or their ‘works given 
to other men.

It is, however, with Miilet, ‘Rous- 
seau and Diaz that the name of 
Barbizon is rightly associated. There 
they lived, working in the forest, 
troubled by the never-ending diffi- 
culty of selling their pictures. But 
of one of them, Diaz de la Pefia, it 
must be said that but little would 
have been heard if he had not been 
associated with men of the impor- 
tance of Millet and Rousseau. A few 

of his landscapes are good, but usu- 
ally they are meretriciously pretty 
and do not give one the impression 
of deep feeling’ 

Rousseau was possessed of greater 
talent; enthusiastic and impetuous, 
generous and devoted, his art ré- 
flects his. character. In his best 
work there is a fire and. passionate 
interpretation of nature which has 
secured him an important place 
among landscape painters. His life- 
long friend, Millet, is one of the most 
important painters of peasant life in 
the world; he is not by any means 
a great technician, and his work is 
a standing refutation of those who 
maintain that great emotion can 
only be conveyed by perfect tech- 
nique. Work in oil always seemed to 
fetter him, and it is. through his 
drawings that he best éxprésses him- 
self. He can be studied in Paris and 
Boston in this medium more patig- 
factorily than élsewhere. 

The works of the 1830 men were 

much appreciated by Americans, to 
whom, indeéd, much of their first 
recognition was due; and it is in} 
the private collections of the United } 
States that we find many of the finéat

Two Visits 


In recalling Miss Anna Warner 
there is a picture that stands out

On a peaceful spring evening siep- 
ping from the train at Garrison on 
the Hudson that had brought me 
from the noise and excitement of 
New York, I found Miss Anna’s row- 
boat waiting to take mé to Constitu- 
tion Island, or Martlaer’s Rock as the 
sisters called their Island.

Comparatively recently another- 
Polish woman musician made her 
first appearance in the United States 
and was received at once with gen-. 

Whenever excel- 
lence of interpretation of older 
music is the subject Wanda Lan- 
dowska is in the first rank. Her 
book (translated fromthe French, 
New York, Alfred A. Knopf, 1924) 
“Music of the Past” was a real suc- 
cess. 

It is significant that the French 
press devoted long appreciations to 
the art of harpsichord-playing, as 
exemplified by. Wanda Landowska, 
on the occasion of her being dec- 
orated with the cross of the “Legion 
d’Honneur.” In fact Landowska re- 
vealed to our contemporary mate- 
rialistic and mechanical era a com- 
plex of. unknown musical beauty, 
The cembalo music is unique in com- 
bining strength and delicacy.

Cooking Spring Fruits 


Spring fruits are always very acid 
and require quite a lot of sweetening 
to make them palatable when codked. 
The following method shows that the} 
fruit may. be made sufficiently sweet 
without the use of a large quantity of 
sugar. 

Prepare the fruit’ and’ sprinkle 


over it, adding no water. Allow it to 
stand in a basin for quite three 
hours, four if possible. At the end of 
the specified time the fruit will be 
ready for cooking. The sugar will 
have extracted the juice from the 
fruit, which will be soaking in a 
good thick sirup. 

Allow to cook gently until tender. 
The resulting dish wil] be one of 
which none of the flavor is lost. 


Making Dripped 
Candles

A tearoom manager. had a tele- 
phone call that a group of old col- 
lege friends wanted a table for lunch-, 
eon. Her policy had always been 


to have something different for spe- 
cial. luncheons and she wanted to 
decorate that. table with the college 
colors, blue and white. There were 
no blue candles on hand, only one or 
two stub ends of. the shade of blue 
needed; there -wasn’t time to pur- 
chase more candles, so.in desperation 
she lighted the stub’ efid of a blue 
candle and let the:colored wax drip 
over a fresh white candle until it 
was covered. She turned and twisted 
the white’ candle~'as’ she worked 
letting the warm .wax drip where it 
was most effective. -The result was 
surprisingly pretty, and the candles 
made the luncheon .. 

‘Delighted with the success of her 
first venture; she soon began to try 
out dripped candles in.all colors. As 


| her skill increased she found it well 


to scrape the white candle with a 
coarse grater to roughen the surface 
before beginning to decorate it, and 
to chill it frequently in a jar of cold 
water to set the colored wax drips: 
quickly and keep them round. Care 
was taken not to wet the wick. 

To give a better finish to the 
candle she made a varnish by dis- 
solving in alcohol amber sealing. wax 


and painting with a brush a thin [ 


coating over the completed -candle. 
Crystalline sifted over the candle be- 
fore the varnish had hardened was. 
sometimes used to give another 
variety to the surface. 

As many color combinations can 
be tried as there are candles in solid 
colors. Among those that were par- 
ticularly effective were rose and 
greeny green and blue; rose, blue 
and pink; green, tan and orange. -

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A Word on Paving-Stone Plants 


URING the last few years the 
‘flagstone path has come into 
favor. It is a charming addi- 
tion to any garden, and when edged 


with box or low-flowering plants, and 


the cracks between its stones are 
filled with low-growing flowers, it is

cerning the proper plants for’ usé te- 


tween the flagstones. The authors 
usually do not think of ‘the. practical 
conditions, and merely \give a long 
list of low-growing plants. As a -e- 
sult, people keep putting in their 


primroses, English daisies and Cali- 
fornia poppies, and wonder why the 
flowers do not bloom nor the plants 
thrive. 

If a beautiful yellow primrose is 
growing between the stones of a 
walk, and someone comes along and 
steps on it, the plant is ruined. The 
the: stem is} 
brittle, the»leaves are crisp. The 
same. is true with the other plants 
named. No plants should be planted 
in. walks which cannot stand the 
primary use ofa walkyr-t0 be stepped 
on. 

One should keep one’s primroses 
‘and forget-me-nots for the front 
rows of the border, where they bloom 
and thrive, spreading all over the 

mellow’ brick edging,: and shining 
brightly in the shade of & moist 
wall. 

The list of plants fit for flagstone 
planting is in reality very short. 
Only two plants which car easily 
be procured are able to withstand 
constant treading. These are sedum 
acre and phlox syblata. The former 
grows about 1% inches high, creeps 
all over everything, and is covered

WASHINGTON, May 18—For ‘i 
in time in so, far as is known here 
a city—Bay City, Mich—is propos- 
ing a city ordinance requiring the 
licensing of all radio receiving sets. 
e proposed ordinance follows: 
7 “See. 1. No pérson or persons, 
firm or corporation, shall operate a 
radio receiving set in the city of Bay 
City until such person, persons, firm 
of corporation shall first have se- 
cured a license from the city clerk. 
BEivery person, persons,. firm or cor- 
poration desirjng to obtain “such 
license shall s and file with the 
city clerk an application upon a ‘form 
to be provided for said city clerk, 
which application shall, among ‘other 
matters, set forth the trade, name 
or make of the. fall. receiving set 
for which license.is asked and the 
street'and number where the same is 
to be located. In said application’ the 
applicants shall agree as follows: To 
become responsible for the operation 
of any radio receiving set installed 
under said license at the street and 
number mentioned in the application 
mentioned; to permit any authorized 
inspector to enter said premises for 
the purpose of. inspecting said radio 
receiving set, and to be governed by 
the provisions of this ordinance. The 
city clerk shall collect in. advance a 
license fee of $2 for each license so 
issued.. The license shall contain a 
provision that it is to remain in force 
until revoked by action of the city 
commission, and that it may be re- 
voked for a third violation of this 
ordinance. 

“Sec. 2. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall operate a radio receiving 
set in such manner as to cause in- 
terference to broadcast reception on 
other nearby radios. No person, firm 
or corporation shall attach to their 
antenne or other suspended wires 
and form of electrical apparatus 
(excepting broadcasting equipment 
licensed by the United States Gov- 
ernment, and necessary ‘household 
appliances) that may in any man- 
ner cause interference to broadcast 
reception. KS 

“Sec. 3. Radio dealers may make 
home demonstrations for a period of 
ten days* without a license. 

“Sec. 4. Any violation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine of not to exceed 
$100 and costs, and by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not to exceed 
ninety days, or either, in the dis-

They are 
well staged, there is diversity of 
setting and variety in acting, with an 
ensémble that laughs itself and the 
audience into a cheery. mood. 

-For those who. have not: followed 
the. year’s intellectual and well 
meaning plays in-New York, there 
will be many points where the subtle 
charm of the satire will be missed. 
But, even so, the elément of sheer 
nonsense will remain, and after all, 
what does it matter if the symbolism 
remains unsolved?- 

In the opening number, the studio 
pokes fun at the sad fate of the six 
dramas which its. parent organiza- 
tion put on. this past winter for the 
super-intellectuals.

The Pollyanna who maintains her 
optimism even with the roof tum- 
bling down and two of. four children 
in jail,.in the skit “Home, Sweet 
Home,” draws a modest token of ap- 
preciation from an audience expect- 
ing a little less obvious joking from 
the performers. Nor does Sterling 
Holloway cause much enthusiasm 
with his “Sleepy Head” number, al- 
though. the little dog was worthy of 
a pat. These last numbers’ in the 
second half of the program were -de- 
signed to take off the various musi- 
cal comedies,: but ‘they were about 
as jumbled as the musical comedies 
themselves usually are, and the re- 
sult was that more enjoyment could 
be ‘found in forgetting to wonder 
which actor was being reviewed.

IS name is Melodrama, and he | 
has been wandering for some | 
time. A few years ago his | 
stronghold was the Lyceum where | 
the brothers Melville gave London | 
fearsome and wondersome «plays. 
Pxt somehow he lost his footing. He | 
tried hard at Drury Lane, but in vain 
he sought for_the old patronage. 


People said that the cinema had ban- 
ished him. The camera produces 
effects with which no scenic artist 
could compete. 

The last great effort was a ship- 
wreck—it was well done with aH the 
resources the stage could command. 
But it seemed trumpery. The waves 
betrayed cloth, the ship canvas.

CANADIAN SPRING 
WHEAT SEEDING IS 
EARLIER THAN 1925 


Spring wheat seeding in the Cana- 
dian West is 10 days earlier than a 
year ago... Manitoba Free Press esti- 
mated seed would all be in the ground 
by May 13 at least. From 75 per cent 
to 90 per cent, it is said, was seeded 
by May 6. A year ago 75 per cent of 
the crop was seeded by May 16, and 
100 per cent May 23. This makes a 
difference of 10 days in favor of the 
present crop. 

The newspaper also says a fair per- 
centage of the wheat is now up. Some 
of it is two inches high. Soil drifting 
is much less than anticipated, and 
little reseeding has been necessary. 
Sub-soil moisture is generally good, 
and while rain would be welcome, very 
few places are actually suffering. The 
-situation so far seems to be very satis- 
‘factory. 

Last year Canada had the largest 
exportable surplus of wheat of any 
country due to an unusual yield per 


_| acre, resulting in its second largest 


crop. Canada has been exporting heav- 
ily from this crop, and on April 1 of 


8) this year had a remainder of 71,000,000 


bushels available for export and carry- 


‘over, in comparison with 62,000,000 a 


year ago. 

What Canada will do this year de- 
pends on weather this summer. Re- 
ports from western Canada show 
a better preparation of the ground 
than a year ago. There is a consider- 
able increase in summer fallow, which 
makes the land better able to with- 
stand drought than new breakings or 
autumn plowed ‘lands.

MONT L, May 18—A special 
general r.ceting of the second mort- 
gage bondholders of: the Fort William 
Paper Company will be held in Toronto 
Wednesday, May 26, next.

‘ADDS NEW LIN E 


Western Allegheny. Will 
Relieve Congestion at 
Pittsburgh 


The acquisition of the Western Al- 
legheny Railroad by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad is another step in providing a 
new through route north of Pittsburgh 
which will relieve that gatéway of both 
east and west-bound traffic, and pre- 
vent congestion, which in times past 
has hampered operations during peri- 
ods of great traffic activity. 

For some years past the Pennsyl- 
vania management has had in mind 


‘|the construction of a new line around 


the Pittsburgh district for the handling 
of through traffic, and the acquisition 
of the Western Allegheny line -com- 
pletes an important link in the chain, 

as the latter road can be tied at both 
nie into the Pennsylvania System at 
a minimum of cost. 

The Pittsburgh gateway has long 
been a trying spot from an operating 
standpoint. Some years ago Pennsy!- 
vania increased its facilities to a four- 
track system from New York to Pitts- 
burgh to accommodate constantly in- 
creasing traffic and has been gradually 
expanding to a six track system be- 
tween Pittsburgh and New York, and 
two-thirds of the distance has been 
completed. 


Pittsburgh Neck of Bottle 


West of Pittsburgh the system di< 
vides northwest and southwest. At 
times of traffic peaks, freight gathered 
northwest and southwest converged at 
Pittsburgh which was the neck of the 
bottle, and not infrequently the neck 
was clogged with a mass of cars. 

A8& an operating official is frequently 
was W. W. Atterbury’s job to clean 
out the neck in order again to allow an 
even flow of traffic east and west, and 
at that time he began the study of a 
route which would skirt Pittsburgh on 
the north, and which could be utilized 
to divert through traffic. As president 
of the Pennsylvania he is seeing his 
plans consummated. 

t summer, the Pennsylvania pur- 
chased a minority holding in the West- 
ern Allegheny, and permission was re- 
céntly granted by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for the Pennsyl- 
vania to acquire the balance of the 
stock. 

“With construction of a _ limited 
amount of trackage at both ends the 
Pennsylvania can connect its system at 
Red Bank and the Allegheny river with 
its lines in the valley of the Beaver, 
near Wampum or Lawrence junction, 
a distance of about 50 miles, and im- 
prove its line and grade in lieu of build- 
ing a new line in that territory which 
has been contemplated by the Pennsy- 
vahia for many years. 


Will Relieve Congestion 


When physically connected with 
the Pennsylvania at both ends the 
Western Allegheny will provide a 
through line north of Pittsburgh to 
relieve that busy gateway, and ex- 
pedite as well as increase the east- 
bound and westbound traffic of the 
system. 

When the low-grade division of the 
Allegheny Valley Railway was built 
‘In the séventies, it was then intended 
to extend westward from Red Bank 
to a connection with the Pennsyl- 
vania’s western system, but the panic 
of 1873.-halted all such work. 

The project was revived during Mr. 
Cassatt’s administration, and a char- 
ter for a route was taken out, but 
no steps were taken to construct the 
new line. Meanime, the Western 
Allegheny . Railroad was -built as a 
local coal road, covering most of the 
route, but on a heavier grade, which, 
however, can be revised in the future. 


Building New Line 

At the same time, and as part of 
the same plah, the Pennsylvania is 
building a new line from Canton to 
Bayard, O., which will be a low-grade 
division, and which will relieve con- 
gestion on the Fort Wayne division, 
especially on eastbound traffic. When 
the line is built, grades will be re- 


duced, which will permit larger ton- |. 


nage to each train as well as supply 
another link needed in the formation 
of the new through line north of the 
Pittsburgh gateway. 

In its-answer to the consolidation 
proposals of three of the other trunk 


lines, the Pennsylvania in stating its, 
position said that in any consolida- | 


tion plans there should be allocated 
to the Pennsylvania system either 
the. Lehigh Valley or the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western so as to 
afford it entrance into the Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite field and also pro- 
vide a shorter route from Buffalo to 
New York. 

The new route as outlined will carry 
eastbound traffic on the Pennsylvania 
to. the Sunbury or Wilkes-Barre dis- 
tricts and either through consolida- 
tion or trackage agreements with one 
of the anthracite roads in that section 
would complete a new short route into 
New York district without following 
the line down the Susquehanna River 
via Harrisburg.

: Their Place Macy, Briarcliff Manor, 
oa N. Y., women and girls 
: of some forty nations 
were present. All were actuated by one pur- 
pose. This, primarily, is the development, wel- 
fare and happiness of girlhood. But beyond this 
there is seen the broader aim of creating and 
cementing a bond of international friendship 
and good will. The result seems already as- 
sured. There has been established a single code 
of honor to which all subscribe. They play the 
same games, sing the same songs, and work for 
a realization of the same standard of moral and 
physical health. -These, obviously, tend to 
foster and nourish international friendship. 

In the picturesque surroundings provided by 

the generous thoughtfulness of the donor, there 
were assembled Girl Scouts and Guides of the 
World from China, Japan, Germany, many 
countries of South America and the Old World, 
comprising a happy family with a single great 
ideal. It is not to be wondered at that as a re- 
sult of the experiences there gained it was 
agreed that henceforth the influence of com- 
radeship which pervaded the first camp of the 
kind on American soil shall be extended beyond 
the enrolled membership of the organizations 
represented, to include those girls and women 
who have not enjoyed the advantages offered. 
The camps throughout the world, therefore, are 
to be opened when not in use by the members, 
to women in industry and others who otherwise 
would not have an opportunity to a brief vaca- 
tion in the open. : . 
_ Although there has been gratifying growth 
in the movement since the establishment of the 
first Girl Scouts’ camp in Great Britain, it would 
seem that development has but barely begun. 
There are millions of girls in need of the com- 
panionship, training and opportunities afforded 
by these organizations, just as there are mil- 
lions of boys eligible to membership in the Boy 
Scouts, who make possible, even if not abso- 
lutely necessary, the expansion of these organ- 
ized activities. 

As one scans a résumé of the reports brought 
to the camp by delegates representing countries 
beyond the seas the conviction is gained that 
the movement is based upon sound interna- 
tionalism. Kt is nonsectarian in the broadest 
sense, just as it is nonpolitical. It may be 
interesting to quote here briefly from the re- 
marks of Frau Katherina Hertwig, the German 
representative, who, after observing that the 
war had had a tremendous effect on German 
youth, making them find discipline irksome, so 
that they desired to go out in small groups of 
a dozen or so, choosing their own leaders, said: 
“It is developing great self-reliance in the 
youth, fostering a great seeking for reality and 
making them realize that everything must be 
subordinated to Spirit. The youth, though 
somewhat revolutionary, are showing an eager- 
ness to join in the work of the country, to train 
—. for an international peace based on 
Truth.” | 


The, National Conference on International 
Problems ands Relations, the closing session of 
ie which has just been held 
in New York, has made 
clear certain fundamen- 
tal facts with regard to 
world peace and dis- 
armament. The discus- 
sions and. round-table 
forums, participated in 
| Bis by many of the distin- 
guished men of America, Europe and the Far 
East, have tended to show how enormous and 
intricate is the problem of cutting down the 
armies and the navies of the world. 

Statesmen, standing alone, are apparently 
quite helpless to accomplish any considerable 
reduction in military establishments. The in- 
dustrialist, the natural scientist, the economist 
and the business man, each and all, intend to 
- have a-say as to how disarmament is to be 
achieved. 

At one of the conference sessions a wide dif- 
ference of opinion developed concerning the 
_ part to be played by natural science in all fu- 
. ture policies of arms reductions. Some of the 
natural scientists present at the conference, 
particularly those dealing in the realm of 
chemistry and aeronautics, seemed to feel that 
any, substantial and persistent diminishing of 
the military prowess of the several nations 
would have the lamentable effect of curtailing 
and hampering the legitimate pursuits of scien- 
tific endeavor. 

Natural science must be permitted, the con- 
ference delegates were told, to develop its own 
- resources and possibilities in a full and free 

manner without being under the restraint of 
adhering strictly to disarmament formulas. 
Here, then, is an element in the question of 
armaments and their reduction that must be 
taken into consideration. To what extent is the 
statesman to be made subordinate to the nat- 
ural scientist in this most important matter of 
relieving mankind from the heavy and distress- 
ing burden of an ever-increasing expenditure 
for military purposes? 

Is the statesman to become an errand boy for 
the natural scientist, or vice -versa? Happily, 
the answer is, both and neither. Statesmanship 
and natural science must find a common basis 
of understanding at just this point. It will be 
the business of the statesman henceforth to 
_ take the natural scientist more into his confi- 
dence and his program. Likewise, the natural 
scientist must keep ever in mind that he cannot

Both natural science and statesmanship have 
received from the people who bear the burdens 
of war a mandate, clear and unmistakable, sub- 
stantially to decrease the present-day competi- 
tion in armaments. It may be expected that 
they will work out in their own way the basis 
for their co-operative campaign in the accom- 
plishment of this purpose. 


It seems to have been discovered by observers 
in Washington who are in a position to judge 
the effects of those in- 
- fluences which are being 
exerted to induce Presi- 
dent Coolidge to take 
aggressive action in be- 
half: of farm relief poli- 
cies somewhat more 
liberal, or radical, in 
their nature than those 
to which he is khown to be committed, that he is 
firm in his determination not to permit what 
is declared to be a political exigency to cause 
him to desert the course he has marked out. 
This course is to permit his administrative 
record and the legislative record made by Con- 
gress since he assumed office, to stand as pledges 
of future accomplishments in behalf of the peo- 
ple of the.

by the Administration or the law-making body,

‘from any sound economic basis in dealing with 
the farm problem. He made it quite clear that | 


he would be compelled. to veto any measure 
which sought to provide means for caring for 
crop surpluses through Government subsidies. 

With this policy thus clearly defined it is in- 
timated that the President may finally be pre- 
vailed upon, following the pending congressional 
primaries in some of the states, to make a num- 
ber of public addresses in addition to the one al- 
ready scheduled to. be delivered in his home 
State, Massachusetts. It is not indicated that 
these speeches, if they are made at all, will be 
so much in defense of his announced policies 
affecting farm relief measures, as in apprecia- 
tion of the support which senators and repre- 
sentatives have generously accorded him in car- 
rying out the broader and more inclusive policies 
to which he has committed himself. He is said 
to be convinced that his party and its candidates 
can safely face the country with the backing of 
the record of Congress, showing, in addition to 
liberal tax reduction, the adoption of the resolu- 
tion pledging adherence to the World Court, 
and many other more or less important actions 
in fulfillment of the pledges made in the plat- 
form of 1924. 

There is no doubt regarding the President’s 
convictions as to the wisdom and the necessity 
of providing some form of farm relief. He favors 
it, as he has repeatedly declared. But he is. de- 
termined to adhere in this, as in all things, to 
that line of reasonable conservatism which has 
marked all his progressive undertakings. Thus 
he refuses to be stampeded by the somewhat 


thinly veiled threat of reprisals within his own > 


camp. He reasonably believes that the people 
will not readily turn away from a political party 
that proves its ability to carry out its pledges, 
and to bring about those effective economies 
which all the people demgnd and from which 
they will all derive tangible benefits. 


Observed the world over in schools, churches 
and organizations of almost every sort, Good 
Will Day exercises an appeal to all classes and 
peoples. Ever since the memorable occasion 
when it is recorded that the message, “Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth peace, good will 
toward men,’ resounded on the hills of Judea, the

There was a 
time in British history when little was known of 
the value of coal or iron, and it was assumed that 
the owners, of land in which coal seams or ore 
deposits might be found were entitled to regard 
this hidden wealth as their private property. Out 
of this failure to distinguish between a right to 
occupy and cultivate any particular piece of 
land, and the right to ownership of minerals 
underlying it, arose the recognition of the land- 


lord’s right to control the production of valuable 


industrial materials, and to treat them as though 
they were the product of his capital and labor. 
In the earlier stages of Great Britain’s indus- 
trial development, the restrictions and royalty 
charges for the privilege of utilizing the natural 
resources of the earth were not so onerous as 
to hamper the indus | dependent upon the 
two basic materials, coal and iron. With the 
gradual exhaustion of many of the most easily 
worked deposits there arose serious question- 
ings as to the wisdom of a system under which 
a considerable percentage of industry’s 
profits were paid for ion to engage in 


production; and it is this phase of the dispute 
between the coal operators and their employees 
that has created a strong popular sympathy with 
the workers in their demand for a living wage.

Every dog has his day, it is agreed, but it was

One writer in describing. the scene 
tells us that “as the shaggy dogs passed, gales 
of laughter swept the onlookers, and the faces 
of policemen posted along the line of march 
wore a series of broad grins.” There fs nothing 
strange about this. There are dogs which make 
one laugh. Some of them even seem to take 
delight m thus pleasing and amusing us. But 
it should not be forgotten that there are some 
humans who would make a dog laugh, if they 
could laugh (and perhaps they can), just as 
there are those who make a dog cry. 

However, it is hardly conceivable that these 
spectators who came to be amused or pleased, 
the occasion being a free one, felt it to be just 
the polite thing to laugh at these dogs simply 
because the animals were unable to point with 
pride to some formidable array of ancestors

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- who had won blue ribbons and gold medals in 
-competition with others of dogdom’s §aristoc- 


racy. Comparisons are confusing at times. It is 
well, if one sets about it to laugh deliberately, 
to be sure that he knows what he is laughing 
about, or at. Possibly if the marching dogs had 
been able to add their voices to the guffaws 
there might have been gales of laughter along 
Park Avenue, even, and Madison Avenue, and 
Thirty-fourth Street. Different things tickle 
different people. Some of us, if we were inclined 
to laugh at everything funny, or queer, or un- 
usual, or unpedigreed, might even find ourselves 
laughing in our sleep. _ 

There was some display of bad manners dur- 
ing the parade and at the reviewing stand, as 
might have been expected, perhaps, because the 
contestants for prizes did not all speak the same 
language, any more than did those who had 
them in charge. But nothing worse happened, it 
seems, than the soiling of gaudy ribbons which 
bedecked those which engaged in impromptu 
combats following careless words or more 
vicious sidewise glances. 

Of course the complete history of this inter- 
esting event will never’ be written. It was told, 
and will be recounted, however, by half a thou- 
sand boys and girls, many of whom are them- 
selves members of that mewer and as yet 
undefined race which is emerging from the great 
American melting pot whose circumference em- 
braces a section of New York extending many 
blocks from Park Avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Street.

Editorial Notes 


It is a revelation to glance over the develop- 
ment supplement of the St. Maurice Valley 
Chronicle, for it reveals the amazing growth 
of the cities on the banks of the river in Quebec 
from which the paper takes its name, and par- 
ticularly of the city of Three Rivers. Fifteen 
years ago, Three Rivers was a lumbering 
center—a mere “railroad stop between. Mont- 
real and Quebec.” Now its population is 30,000, 
and it claims the distinction of being the 
“largest paper-producing city in the world.” 
The water power in the vicinity has proved a 
valuable asset to the local industries, and has 
more than compensated for the absence of-coal. 
Like other cities of comparatively rapid growth, 
Three Rivers has suffered neglect by those 
attempting to record the wonderful accomplish- 
ments of the Dominion as a whole—neglect 
that naturally disappoints local pride—and if 
the Chronicle sounds its own horn to’attract the 
attention of the world to Three Rivers and 
other neighboring cities it can do so with the 
knowledge that the city has proved through its 


industry and enterprise that it has a right to be 
recognized. ) 


It is no wonder that the ancient borough of 
Abingdon, Berkshire, Eng., is in a quandary, 
for at the present time-its two main crossings 
over the River Thames are closed to traffic, 
necessitating long detours to get within its con- 
fines, even for the delivery of goods. Its pros- 
perity, indeed, has long been ascribed to its 
bridges, and here they are declared no longer 
safe for either heavy or light traffic. One of 
them, called Abingdon Bridge, but formerly 
known as Burford Bridge, ‘was begun way back 
in the early fourteen hundreds, when the record 
shows that King Henry V granted a license to 
John Hutchion, John Brite, and the Commons 
of Abingdon, the event still being celebrated in 
some verses, preserved in.Christ’s Hospital.

A Little Known Corner of England 


East. Anglia, a little known vet attractive corner of 
England, is inviting the tourist to come within its borders. 
Geographically it is a corner. If you look on the map you 
will see that East Anglia comprises Suffolk, Norfolk and 
parts of Cambridgeshire, and that it lies tucked away in 
a distinctly cornerwise fashion. | 

Here is a piece of England which the visiting American 
seldom sees, though it has much of special’ attraction 
for tourists from overseas, particularly those who do their 
sight-seeing by motorcar. Mostly East Anglian roads are 
as flat as a billiard table’and have as good ‘a surface. 
Americans who have already made acquaintance with the 
“show” counties of England: will find East Anglia well 
worth going through. Those who are in England for the 
first time will be amply repaid if they include it in their 
itinerary, for in some respects it is the most English part 
of England. 

Within it the American will meet descendants of the 
families who first: settled his own country and he will find 
them little changed from what the earliest New England- 
ers were. Some of them still believe in witehcraft; they 
use words which are yet familiar in American speech but 
which have dropped out of colloquial English, and they are 
still, for the most part, Puritans of the Mayflower type. 

From the earliest days of the “Reformed Religion,” East 
Anglia was a Puritan stronghold. It furnished. Cromwell 
with most of his Ironsides and gave the then new land 
of America some of the sturdiest of its pioneers. Although 
practically unknown as a playground, the whole district 
abounds in attraction for the student of history and the 
archeologist, as well as the mere traveler for pleasure. 
| + + 

Yet one other claim may be made for it. East Anglia 
is a rich prospeeting ground for the collector, being about 
the only area left in the whole of England wherein one 
can “pick up” old china, old furniture, ete., from .farm- 
houses and cottages into which many valuable articles. of 
this kind have drifted in the course of -years from the 
manor houses that originally contained them... 

Dealers have not combed over the district:as they have 
elsewhere. As an example of what may happen, an Ameri- 
can whom curiosity drew to an auction sale on the borders 
of the Isle-of Ely a year or so back, bought a picture for 
five pounds and found that he had become the owner of 
a valuable old master. He.was simply.a casual passer-by; 
probably the only one from his country who had ever 
strayed that way. | . 

A good route into East Anglia is through Cambridge. 
Spend a day in the famous university. town. and. then go 
on to the ancient-city of Ely, which is only a few miles 
by either road or rail. Ely is dominated by its wonderful 
cathedral, which seems to fill the whole place. But apart 
from the cathedral, Ely is rich in historical associations. 

Here is the house in. which Cromwell..lived, and the 
Camp of Refuge, familiar by ‘name to every schoolboy who 


has read Kingsley’s great romance, in. which the English - 


under Hereward the Wake made ¢heir last stand against 
the Norman Conqueror. }

From Ely one obtains a fine view across the broad, 
rich Fenland—the Isle of Ely—the country of gorgeous 
sunsets and night skies so profusely gemmed with stars 
that they have an Eastern magnificence paralleled nowhere 
else in northern latitudes. In Hefeward’s day the Fens 
were a big swamp. Now they are the most productive 
arable land in Great Britain. 

Within a short run of Ely one comes upon Brandon 
amid its heaths. From time immemorial: Brandon has 
been’a seat of the flint knapping (or chipping) trade. In 
neolithic days Brandon was the great-arsenal for manu- 
facturing flint weapons. Grimes Graves;'from which pre- 
historic men dug the flints which they fashioned into 
knives and arrow heads, may yet be seen there. Now 
Brandon manufactures gun flints for the West African 
heathen, and it is the only place in the world wherein the 
flint-knapping industry survives.

_ Turning northward, the road runs through a -plain. of 
rich, black soil, cut up into little squares by dykes. It 
like an igrigation scheme, but is just the opposite. 
The dykes exist for the purpose of draining the land, not 
watering it, and at various places the traveler comes upon 
picturesque windmills and more modern’ steam .e 
built. to pump the water from the dykes into the rivers 
that carry it.into the sea. But for the absence of bulb 
farms the traveler might think himself in Holland. 
Emerging from this stretch of Dutchlike country, one 
comes to Peterborough and another celebrated cathedral, 


world famous for the beauty of its west front. In Peter- . 


borough Cathedral is the tomb where Mary Queen of 
Scots was buried after her execution at Fotheringay, some 
few miles distant. In the cathedral erypt may be seen the 
altar at which Hereward the Wake kept vigil. 
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The River Nene flows past Peterborough into. the Wash. 
To penetrate the heart of East Anglia it is necessary to 
cross this river. That may be done at Sutton Bridge—at 
the point where King John lost all his jewels and money 
through the incoming tide overwhelming his baggage train 
—or at Wisbech. : 

Whichever ford may be chosen, the traveler should take 
in the line of famous Marshland churches on the road to 
King’s Lynn. One-of the chief glories of East Anglia is its 
beautiful old churches. Those of the Marshland are per- 
fect architectural gems. ~ 

How this sparsely — district became possessed 
of so many noble churches is something of a puzzle, but 
there they are: West Walton, Walpole St. Peter, Terring- 
ton St. Clement, and a number of others, each holding its 
special attraction for the tourist, whether he be student 
or mere sight-seer. | -

ite’s.cell, which has been tenanted by a succession of holy 

récluses‘and is in perfect condition. Here, too, we eome

King’s. Lynn is.a very old port with some of its gates 
still standing. Passing through it, we leave the lowlands 
and go into the better wooded country of Norfolk.

A few 
miles from Lynn stands Rising Castle, where Isabella, the 
“She, Wolf of France” and Queen of the unhappy Edward 
If, was imprisoned by her son. Close by is Sandringham, 
King George’s lovely country home. Fhis charming domain 
is worth visiting, if only to see what a thoughtful-monarch 
can do to make happy the lives of his tenantry and work- 
people. :

From Sandringham the way leads to Walsingham, once 
one of the great shrines of Europe. On every hand lies 
picturesque country studded with historic houses. This 
continues until Norwich is reached. : 

Norwich is the county town of Norfolk and the capital 
of East Anglia. It has a fine cathedral, numerous churches, 
ancient inns, and is redolent of history. From it the Nor- 


“folk Broads are reached easily. These ate a chain of 


inland lakes vastly popular.as a ‘holiday resort. In fact, 
the’ Broads are the only part of East Anglia of which

| GENEVA 

During the month of September Geneva is filled with 
delegates, journalists ahd visitors attending the Assembly 
of the League of Nations. At present there exist very 
few opportunities for these visitors to Geneva to meet 
unofficially. For next September, however, the Federation 
of Christian Students’ Associations, which has its per- 
manent secretariat in Geneva, is arranging an exhibition 
of works of. art taken from all countries and all parts of 
the world.

The amateur orchestra of students at Munich -Univer- 
sity has recently made a tour through Switzerland and has 
given a series of concerts at Coire, Bienne, Berne, Geneva 
and other Swiss towns, the proceeds of which will be de- 
voted to the purpose of assisting Russian students in exile. 
The orchestra has everywhere had an enthusiastic recep- 
tion, and when it is considered that. the thirty-five students 
composing the orchestra are all amateurs and that all are 
studying other subjects than music, their successful ren- 
derings of Bach, Handel, Beethoven, Schumann, Schubert 
and other German composers may well cause surprise. 
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The famous’ Swiss airman, Mittelhol#er, who has flown 
over the highest Swiss mountains and accomplished other 
aviation féats, recently gave a lecture, accompanied by a 
film, describing: his: flight from Zurich to Teheran. He 
made known the object of his flight over Pérsia; namely, 
the discovery of suitable aerial routes over that country, 
which pdssesser neither railroads nor motor ‘roads. During 
the course ofhis flights, which lasted two’months, he suc- 
ceeded in taking films of the most. mysterious districts and 
the most hidden sahctuaries of the kingdom ofthe Shah. 
The film showed. his journey from Zurich to Téheran, views 
of Persia with its mosques and mountains, its deserts.and 
its palaces, as well as sevéral scenes illustrating the life and 
customs: of the‘people..
